A second bitl, }mvlnﬁ in view the samo pur-

Havipg
agnin carefully considered Lhe subject, | have
boen unable o percelve any reason for chnang-
ing the opinjons which have slready been
commuonicated to Congress, 1 find, on Lhe con.
trary, that thére are many objectlons to the
sroposaed leglalation of which I was not at that

Ime aware, and that while several of thoss
which 1 then as=igned have, In the Interval,
gnined In strengih, yot othors have been ore-
ated by the altered oharacter of the measure
now stubmitted, The Constitution under whieh
this Stata Governtuent s proposed to be formed
vory properly contalng a provision thao all lnws
in foree at the lime of (s adoption and the
admission of the Stato nto the Unlon shnll
continue ns af the Constitation bad been
ndopted. Among these Inws 1w one absolutaol ¥y
probibiting negroes and mulatioes from the
right Lo sll a8 jurors,

It might, m&mw yUe asubject ofgrave Inquiry,
and donbtless will resualt in suah {oquiry 1f Lhls
bill become o lnw, whether L doss not altempt
1o exercife a power not conferred upon Cons
grogs by tho Federnl Constitution. That Instra-
ment simply declares thnt Congross may ndmit
new Biates Into the Unilon. It no where says
that Congress may make new States for the
purpose of admitting them into the Union for
any other purpose. And yvet this bill is as clear
an altempt to make the Institutions ns any one
which the pegple themsolves could engnge, b
view of this actlon of Congress, the House of
Representatives of the Territory hinve earnestly
protested agninst heipg foreed Into the ITnlon
without first baving the question submitted to
the people,

Nolbing could be more reasonable than tho
position whieh they thus assume, and |t cor-
inly eannol be Lhe purpose of Congress Lo foree
upon a communily, agninst thelrwill, n governs
ment which they do not belleve themsclves on-
pable of sustaining.

The following i a copy of the protest alluded
10 as oMeially transmitted 10 me;—

Whereas, 1t is anpounced in the publle printe
that It is the Intention of Congress 1o admit Co-
lorado as a Btate tnto the Unlon; therefore,

Regolved, By the Housn of Representatives of
this Territory, that representing as we do the
Iast and only legal expression of publle oplnlon
on thisguestion, we earnestly protest agalnst
the gnusnuu ofa law admitilog the State withe
out first hnving the gquestion submitted toa vole
of the people for the reasons,

Firat, Thal we have n right to a voloe In the
selection of the eharacter of our government,

ond. That we have not a sutfielent populs-
tion to support the expenses of a State goveris
ment,

For these reasons we trust that Congress will
ml)ILI force upon usn government against our
will,

Upon Information which T considered rellable
I assnmed, in my message of the 15th of May
last, that the !\Upllllllluh of Coalorado was not
more than thirty thousand, and expressed the
olnnlun that this number wos entively too smnll
eliher Lo assume Lthe responsiblilily or to enjoy
the privileges of n Btate,

Ivappears that previous to thattime the Le-
gisipture, with a view to ssceriain thie exaot
condition of the Tervltory, had passed a lnw -
thorizing a censnsg of the population to be tuken.
The law mnde 1L the duty of the assesors in the
reveral counties to tale the censas In connec.
tion with the annual nssessmoents; nod, in ordor
L0 secure n correct ennmeration of the popula-
tion, allowed them a llberal compensation for
the service by paylng them for every npne
they returned, and added to Lthelr previous oath
of offlce an onthh to perform this daty with
fidellty, From theaccompnnying oflicial report
it appears that 1 eturns have been recelved from
fifteen of the eighteen countles lnto which the
Siate is divided, and that thelr population
amoanis in the aggregate Lo twentv-four thoue
gand mnine hnndred and nine,
malning countles are estimated to coutain
three thnumnd. makivg a total population of
twenly-seven thousand nine hundrad nud nine.

The census was talcen In the summer ssasoun,
when 1t is clnimed that the population is mueh
larger than at any oilbher porlod, ax in the
aotumn miners in largs numbers leave thelr
work and return to the East with the resulis ot
thair snmmer enterprise, The popolation, i
will be observed, 1§ hat slightly In exoess of ones
fifth of the number regulred as the basis of re-
presentation for & singleo Congrossional Dise
triot in any of the Btates, that numboer belog
one hundred und twenty-seven thousand, Iam
unable o perceive any good roason for such
great disparity In the riglit of represontation,
giving, as It would, to the people of Colorndo,
not only this vast advantage o the Houss of
Representatives bt an equality in the Senate,
where the other Stales nre represented by mil-
Hons, With, perhaps, o klngle sxeeption, no
such Inegualily as this lLag ever before been
pitempted,

I know that it is claimed that the popalation
of the different States at the time of Lhelr ad-
misslon, hns virled at ditferent perlods, but it
has not varled much more than the population
of each decade, nnd the corresponding basis of
representation for the different periods. The
obvlous Intent of the Constitution was, that no
State shonld bo admitted with & less population
than the ratio for s Representative at the time
of applieation, The Hmitation In the sacond
section of the first article of the Constitution,
deciaring that “Each State shall have at least
one Reprosentative, was manifestly dosigned
to protect the Statos which originally com posed
the Unlon, from being doprived, i the evant of
8 waning population, of a volee in the popular
braunch of Congress, and was never intended as

o warranl 1o forde o new State lnto the Unlon |

with n representative population far be'ow that
which might at the tme bereculred of sister
members of Lthe confederacy, This bill, in view
of the prohibltion of the same seotlon which das
clares that “The number of Hepresontatlves
ahnll not excead one for every thirty thousand,”
is nt least & violation of the spirit if not of the
lettor of the Constitution,

It 18 respectfully submitied that, however
Congress, uuder Lhe pressure of clrenmsinncons,
may have admitied two or three Sintes with
less than a reprosontative populatlon at the
time, there hns been no instance io whioh an
application for admission hns ever been entor-
tilned when the population, as offfolally nscer-
talned, was balow Ihirty thousand, Were thore
any doubt of this being the true gonstrugtion of
the Constitntion, It would e dispelled by the
early and long-continued practice of the Fode-
ral Government, For nearly sixty yeuvs aiter
the adoption of the Constitution, no State was
admitted with & populstion belleved nl the
time to be ledn thin the ourrent rates for g He-

resentative, und the frst lonstance o which

hore nppears 10 have been o doparture from
the principle was 1n 1845, In the case of IFlorida,
Obviously the result of sec¢tlonal strife, wae
would do well to reagard 1Uas & warning of evil,
rather than as un expmple for imitation,

Ithink candld men of all partios will gagree
that tha uupir!n!caum of this wholusome prin
clple of restraint 18 1o bo found ina viin at-
tempt 1o balanioe those antagonlams whiash ro-
fiisoi reconclled excopt thigough the
bloody arbltrament of srms, Tho plaln faots of
our history will attost that the great und lewd-
Ing SBtates admitted sinee 1846, viz—Ilown, Wik.
consin, California, Minnesota and Kansas, ln-
cloding Texas, which wis admitiod that yvear,
have come with an _ample popuistion for
one Repréesentation, and some of them with
pearly or quite enough for two, To demon
strale the correotness of my views on this gues-
Mon, 1 subjein & tapls contuining o Lsi of Lhe
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Colorndo, which it is now proposed to ndmit
0% n Btate, elalims, ns has already been statad, n
papiistion less than twenty-pight thousand,
wihille the present rallo of reprosontation s one
and twenty-seven thousand, There
enn b no renson that I enn poroeive for the ad-
mission of Colorddo that wonld nol apply with

L egunl foree Lo nearly avery ot her territory now

orgnnized, nnd I submil whethar, f thls Bl
becomes i law, 1T will be possible (o rosist Lhe
loglenl sonelusion that sueh Territorlos na Da-
coln, Montine and [dabo muost be reeslved ne

| Btates whenever they presont thomsolves, withs

ont regard to the number of Inhabllants they
may respectively contain, Elght or ten new
Eenalors and four or NMve Represenintlves wounld
thus be admitted (o represent a popnlation
senreely excecding that whioh, In any other
portton of the nntion, isentitied to but a single
member of the House of Representatives,
whilo avernge lor two Senntors 1o the Unlon,
e now counstituted, it least one mdilion of
|hnlr1n'.

1t wonld surely b unjnst to all other seations
of the Union o enter npon u polioy wilth rogard
1o the ndmission of new States, which might
result In eonferring such a disproportionato
shinre of Influence In the natlonal legisiature
vpon eutnmunities which, In pursusnce of the
wise polley of onr fathers, ghould for some
venls Lo como be retalned under the fostering
care g proteetion of the pationnl Governs
moent, 1t is deemed jost and oxpedioent now
to dopart from the settied polley of thoe nation
during nll 1ts history, wid to ndmit all vhe Ter-
ritorles to the rlghits and privileges of Stales,
poptilation or finess (or
sueh government, 1L 1a sunbmitted whether It
would not be well to devise snchh mensures as
will bring the subject before the country for
conshideration and decislon,

Tils would seam to be evidently wise, bhe-
onuse, as has already been stated, WL Is right to
admit Colorndo now there 18 no reason for the
oxelusion of the other territories. IUis no an-
swer to these suggestlons that an enabling not
wis passed puthorizing the people of Colorado
1o ke sctlon on this subjeet, 1Uis well known
Lt that net was passed In consequence of re-
prosentations thnt the popnintion reached, ne-
cording to some slntements, a8 high ns elghty
thousand, and to none less than Gy thousand,
nnd wns growlog with a rapidity which, by the
time the adimlssion counld be consummnted,
would scceure o population of over a handroed
thousend,

These representations prove to have been
wholly fallucious, and in additlon, the people
of the Terrliory, by a deliberate vote, decideld
thnt they would not assume the rosponsibiliny
of i Btinte government. Hy that deolsion they
entirely exhausted all power that was con-
ferred by the enabling net, and there hins hoen
no step tnken since In relntion to the admis-
siunt Lhal has hiad the slightest sanetion or war-
rantof Inw, The proceediugs upon which the
present application Is based was in the utter
absence of all law In relation to i, and there
15 no evidence that the voles on Lhe question
of the formation of o State government benr
any relation whatever to the sentiment of the
Territory. The protest of the House of Repre-
sentatives previonsly quoted 1s couclusive evl-
dence 10 the contrary,

But If none of thexe rensons oxisted ngalnst
this proposed ennctment, the bill liself, besides
befug Inconsistent in s provisions in confer-
ring power upon a person unkoown to the laws,
apnd who may not have i legnl existency, 18 go
tromed a8 to render its execntion anlmost (me-
pussible. 1t is, indeed, a question whether it in
not in itself o nullity, To kuy the least, i1 1¥ of
exceedingly doubtiul propriety to eonfer the
POWEE JHOpOSe d o the bill upoan the “Governor
elect," for as by 118 own terins the Constitution
I8 not to toke effeet until after the admission of
Lhe Slate, he, in the meénntime, has no more ais-
thority than apy other private clitizen. Buteven
supposing him to be clotbed with safllelent an-
thority to convena the Legislature, what constl-

| tutesthe “State Legislatore,' to whieh 1s to be

referrod the guestion of the conditions lmposed
by Congress? 1s it a new bedy tobe eleoted and
convened by proclamation of the Governor
cleet, or 18 It tirat body whigh met more than
yent ago under the provisions of the State Uone-
stitntlon?

were all regulnr and the resait to be obtalned
were desirable, shimple justica to the peuple of
the Territory would require n longer porlod
thin sixty deys within which to obtain action
Oon the gonditions proposed uy the third secllon
of the billk

There nre, s 1L s woll known, Inrge portions
of the Terrllory with which there is and can be
Lo general communication, thiere belng soveral
counties which, from November Lo Muy, oan
only Le reached by persons Lravellng oun foot,
while with other regions of the Territory, owou-
ped by & large portion of the populution, therse
s very e more freedoin of acoess, Thus if
this bill should become a law, It would be 1me-
practicable to oblain any exproesion of publie
seutiment o reference Lo I8 provislons with s
view toenlighten the Logislature If the old
body were onlled togethor, nnd, of vourse,
eguully Impracticable 10 procure the election of
anew body.

This defect might have been remedied by an
extension of the time and o subnmission of the
questlon to the people, with w il opp winnily
todnable them o express Lholr sentiments,
The ndmission of a new Sitnle bas genorally
been regarded us an epoch in our hilstory, but
witer the most careful and nuxious Ingqulry on
the subject, I cnbnot percelve that the pro-
posed proceeding M oIn sonformily with the
polioy whioh, from the origin of the Uoverp-
mont, bas uniformly prevatled in the ndmiss
sion of new States, I therelore relurn the bill
10 the Sennte withoul my signuniure,
